| mines, establishing railroads, or in any 
other way industrially developing Man­ 
churia. can but 
bo 
viewed with 
the 
gravest concern by the government of 
the United States. 
“It constitutes a monopoly which Is 
a distinct break of the stipulations of 
thi' treaties concluded between China 
and foreign powers, and thereby seri­ 
ously affects the ‘rights of American 
citizens. 
“It restricts the rightful trade, ex­ 
posing 
it 
to 
being 
discriminated 
against, interfered with, or otherwise 
jeopardized, and strongly tends to per­ 
manently impairing China's sovereign 
rights in this part of the empire, while 
It seriously Interferes with her ability 
to meet her international obligations. 
“Furthermore, such a concertion on 
China's part would undoubtedly be fol­ 
lowed by demands from other powers 
for similar equally extensive advan­ 
tages elsewhere in the Chinese em­ 
pire, and the Inevitable result must 
be the complete wreck of the policy 
of absolute equality of treatment to all 
nations respecting the trade, naviga­ 
tion and commerce within the em­ 
pire’s confines. 
“Ou the other hand, the attainm ent 
by one power of such exclusive privi­ 
leges for the commercial organizations 
of its nationality conflicts with the as­ 
surances repeatedly conveyed to this 
government by the imperial Russian 
government’s ministry of foreign af­ 
fairs of the government’s intention to 
follow the policy of the open door as 
advocated by the United States gov­ 
ernment and accepted by all the treaty

The note is 
a distinct warning

both China and Russia that the United 
States will not permit the integrity of 
the empire to be molested in favor of 
one nation to the detriment of another. 
The note, which was sent from W ash­ 
ington February I, practically indorses 
the English treaty with 
Japan 
and 
says: 
“Any 
agreement 
whereby 
China 
gives any corporation or company the 
exclusive right or privilege of opening 


i mines, establishing railroads, or in any 
other way industrially developing Man­ 
churia, can but 
be 
viewed with the 
gravest concern by the government of 
the United States. 
“It constitutes a monopoly w'hich is 
a distinct break of the stipulations of 
the treaties concluded between China 
and foreign powers, and thereby seri­ 
ously affects the rights of American 
citizens. 
“It restricts the rightful trade, ex­ 
posing 
it 
to 
being 
discriminated 
against, Interfeted with, or otherwise 
jeopardized, and strongly tends to per­ 
manently impairing China's sovereign 
rights in this part of the empire, while 
It seriously interferes with her ability 
to meet her international obligations. 
“Furthermore, such a couce'sion on 
China’s part would undoubtedly be fol­ 
lowed by demands from other powers 
for similar equally extensive advan­ 
tages elsewhere in the Chinese em­ 
pire, and the inevitable result must 
be the complete wreck of the policy 
of absolute equality of treatment to all 
nations respecting the trade, naviga­ 
tion and commerce within the em­ 
pire’s confines. 
"On the other hand, the attainm ent j 
by one power of such exclusive privi­ 
leges for the commercial organizations 
of Its nationality conflicts with the as­ 
surances repeatedly conveyed to this 
government by the imperial Russian 
government s ministry of foreign af­ 
fairs of the government’s intention to 
follow the policy of the open door as 
advocated by the United States gov­ 
ernment and accepted by all the treaty 
powers 
having commercial interests 
in the empire. 
"It is for these reasons that the 
government of the United States now, 
as formerly, animated by the sincer­ 
est desire of insuring to the world the 
benefits of full and fair intercourse be­ 
tween China and the nations

footing of equal rights 
and

tages to all, submits the above to the 
earnest consideration of the imperial 
governments of
